The inventiv e micro sequencer 
microsequencer includes a 72-bit correlator that may also be used as an accumulator^ 
wh e r e in th e topology includes th e corr e lator b e ing . The correlator is able to 
communicate with a 72-bit arithmetic logic unit which, ther e for e , enables , enabling the 
correlator to act as an accumulator, as well as a plurality of clocks and timers that 
facilitate the timing functionality that is r e quir e d to satisfy Bluetooth specifications. 
More specifically, the micro s e qu e nc e r microsequencer includes at least four clocks and 
eight timers in one e mbodim e nt of the pr ese nt invention . The four clocks include an 
externally driven Bluetooth clock, an externally driven real-time clock, a native 
Bluetooth clock and a native real-time clock. The micro sequ e nc e r microsequencer e f 
the d e scrib e d embodim e nt further includes at least four registers for temporarily storing 
computational data. The storage registers ar e mad e to have different sizes for storing 
different sized packets of computational data. 
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
